Methodist Pastor Would

A resolution calling upon the cily 


council lo close up Ihc pool rooms of 
Hope, hil lhe floor al Ihc final lunch- 
eon mccling of the Kiwanis club for 
the year, today al the Capilal hotel. 


Action on the resolution, which was 


introduced by W. S. Atkins, well 
known local attorney, was postponed 


ntil a later meeting. It evoked pro- 


longed comment from the club incrn- 


crship, and was definitely opposed 


Ihc Rev. Francis A. Buddin, pastor 
First Methodisl church. The Meth- 


odisl pastor said all churchmen are 
vitally interested in the suppression of 
the evils outlined by Atkins in his 
speech against the pool halls, but the 
thing lhat is mosl needed is a con- 
structive program of public recreation. 


Dr. Buddin Opposes 


"I admire the courage of a profes- 


sional man who lakes Ihis fearless 
stand in opposing a public evil." the 
minister said regarding Mr. Atkins' 
speech, "but the churches themselves 
have been negligent in tackling the 
problem of healthful and 
necessary 


recreation. If I entered into a cam- 
paign to close the pool halls I would i 
have Co do so reluctantly because the 
churches haven't provided something 
better in the way of recreational ad- 
vantages." 


Mr. Atkins' speech was in part as 


follows: 


"The greatcsl menace lo Ihc com- 


munily today is the public poolroom. 


"Any institution thai has for its 


raw malcrial lhe youth of its com- 
munity is sapping the very life of that 
community. 


"Take the youth away from the pool 


rooms and Ihcy will close in short or- 
der 
.

Mr. Atkins' View 


"1 am aware of the fad that 'Th'ou 


,jl\alt Not' is a rule that can't always 
be applied successfully to adult per- 
sons, but the case with youth is dif- 
Jpj-cnt. As far as I personally am con- 
cerned, you could place a saloon, a 
gambling room and a pool hall in 
every block in town—and I would gel j 
along in my own particular way. But 
the duty falls on every conscientious 
citizen to remove temptation from the 
path of the weak. 


"I don'l think pool halls can be op- 


cratetl without gambling—ancl I know 
that, it promotes loafing, which arc 
thr> two besetting sins of young men 
today."

State University professor, and con- 
victed slayer of Thcora Hix, his co-ed 
mistress, was a step closer lo death in 
the electric chair today, after the Slate 
Supreme Court refused his rnotiqn for 
the right to file a petition inferior £nd 
for a review of his conviction. 
^ j 


In a decision signed by five of the ", 


seven judges of the state's highest- 
tribunal, the court dismissed the mo-, Jj 
tion for right to file a petition in cr-*' ; 
ror. This action automatically threw 
out the motion for a review. 


Tho decision came as a surprise, for 


it had granted the killer of the pretty 
co-ed a stay of execution until Janu- < 
ary 31 next. The decision was not gen- 
erally expected until after the first of. <• 
Ihc new year. 


As the case now stands, Snook must 


go to his death in the electric chair 
at Ohio penitentiary here the night of 


i January 31. His lawyer, however, pre- 


I viously had said an appeal would be 


carried to the United States Supreme 
Court and, if necessary, lo Governor 
Myers Y. Cooper of Ohio.
